Came to the Gallery at 1 1 Vi a.m. & read the papers, then sallied to pay three private 
calls, and enjoy the animated scenes in the streets. The sleighing was fine, and many of 
them were filled with officers in their regimentals, going to & fro the President’s House. 
The attendance was large, but it was neglect very cruel indeed, that failed to remove the 
deep snow from the inclosure in front of the White House, where the long line of 
carriage-horses stood for an hour, knee-deep in the snow.

Arrival of Porter’s picture. 

Mr. Porter’s picture of Miss Maud Howe of Boston, which he wishes to be designated as 
a “Portrait of a Lady,” arrived at the Gallery before I got here, as I expected. I was glad 
to see it again here, as the Gallery’s property . I examined it with great interest, & saw 
that he had not only cleaned & revamished it, but also retouched parts. There was 
previously an awkward outline upon the left side of the skirt of the dress, and I was 
pleased to see that it had been altered to a graceful curve. There a signs of a few 
retouches of rosy tint upon the cheeks, but I may be mistaken. The picture looks more 
beautiful than ever. The lovely face, sweet mouth, & general expression of thoughtful 
repose here still their old charm undiminished. The Dog too - such a contrast between its 
ugly pug face, & beautiful one above it - still amazes us by its vigorous handling, All the 
artists with a few insignificant exceptions, consider it a master-piece, and a most 
instructive example to students. 

Porter’s picture paid for, $1.500 

I sent word of its arrival to Mr Corcoran who soon came attended by Miss Jones & Miss 
Robinson, & all were delighted with it. I gave Mr Porter’s address to Mr Hyde, who sent 
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a cheque for the purchase- money - $ 1,500 . The second great purchase by Mr Corcoran, 
who proves, as matters stand, a first rate Art-Committee!

The usual Reports from the committees & the curator. Dr Jas. C. Welling was elected 
President in place of the late Dr J.C. Hall. 

Several applications to sell pictures from Mr Shirlaw, Mr Knott, Mr Andrews, & Mr 
Tilton, & Mr. Brady were laid on the table. 

Mr Matthews submitted an amended body of By-laws which were formally adopted. 

Mr G.W. Riggs having resigned the office of Treasurer, Mr Hyde is appointed to 
discharge its duties with those of Secretary. 

The funds of the institution transferred for the present from the Finance Committee to the 
control & advice of Mr Corcoran. 

Rules for Copyists & Contd Fund Appleton’s Cyclopedia & Casts recommended by Curator ordered 

Contingent Fund of $100 voted to the Curator.

Mr Tilton the artist came in. He is a gentlemanly person & was surprised his paintings 
were so long coming. He appeared to like the position of two of his pictures, but was 
sorry the view of Rome could not have greater distance, which is not possible, owing to 
the narrowness of the side-gallery. He asked if it could not be placed in the main gallery, 
but that I explained was against the rule. The “Temple of Minerva” & the “Cairo” please 
me most, but even the foregrounds of them as those of the others, are worked in a 
conventional, baked manner, not at all pleasing or natural. The skies of all are beautiful. 

The “Rome” I consider very much over-rated indeed the prices of all, are deemed rather 
high for their merit. 

Mr McCarthy, whose pen-drawing, Mr Corcoran has allowed to be exhibited in the 
gallery, called. He evidently considers his work, one of art. He will bring it on 1st of 
February.

Mr Tilton called, & concluded that the position of all his pictures was satisfactory, & was 
satisfied I could not do better with the “Rome”, unless placed in the Main Gallery, which 
I again stated I had no authority to do. Some outsider had foolishly suggested to him that 
it might be placed on one side of the door, but I shewed him, the picture was too long for 
that. 

He tells me that the “Juno” cast ought to be placed low, as Winckelman placed it low in 
the Ludovisi where it still stands. This surprises me, that such a colossal head could look 
well in a low position, where it would dwarf all surroundings head of natural or heroic 
size. Mr Tilton promises to send me photographs of statues in the Ludovisi. He is 
delighted with the arrangement of our casts, & says he has seen nothing like it. 

Mr Hyde tells me that Ezekiel had sent a letter to Mr Corcoran containing a list of the 
subjects for the 7 new statues. I have not seem the letter of the list. It is a pity it is not on 
our files. Mr Hyde also asked if Mrs Tayloe’s photographs had been sent to her, as she 
had written to Mr Corcoran that they had not come. I found they had packed but 
inadvertently not sent off. Wrote to Mrs. Tayloe and despatched the photos. 

Wrote to Messrs Williams & Everett’s about the arrival of Tilton’s pictures. 

Mr Corcoran sent to tell me to call on my way home. 

Newton’s men engaged in oiling the front.

“Star’s article on the hanging of Tilton’s pictures 

Last night’s “Star” contained an article on Tilton’s pictures in which it said 
“unfortunately they were not hung in a way to afford the light & distance, required to 
study them satisfactorily”. As Tilton had yesterday expressed his satisfaction with their 
position, I was vexed by this situation, & when he & Mr Clarke came in this morning, I 
expressed my surprise to him. He was hurt at the article, & I learned that Mr Kauffman 
had not seen the article. Mr T repeated his satisfaction with what I had done. 

I dropped a note to Mr Kauffman about the article, & he replied explaining that the article 
was written on Mr Tilton’s first account of the hanging, but in the afternoon he had told 
him he was then satisfied. Mr K. said it was too late to alter the article. I wonder though 
he did not take it out . He offered if I wished, to print an explanation, but I begged him 
not to do so. I have no doubt of his & Tilton’s aversion to do me injustice, but it is an 
illustration of how mischievous such paragraphs are in print if A facts A are not understood. 

Mr Tilton leaves & says Crawford’s statuary is bought by Mr Corcoran Gallery 

Mr Tilton before bidding good bye (he sails for Europe on 26th. expressed his pleasure & 
thanks over my assistance. He authorizes me to send for any of his pictures at Williams 
& Everett. He says Mr Corcoran had bought Crawford’s marbles, offered to him before. 
Bill for $10. for Portfolio sent on by J. W. Bouton N.Y. 

Mr Curtis of Boston remarked that Tilton’s pictures did not make a very favorable 
impression - “being too much hawked about”! 

Miss Langley of N.H. a cousin of Mr Tilton, was anxious to meet him. 

Card from S.R. Koehler, Boston, asking about Washington Art Club, replied that it would 
hold reception & exhibition on the 29. 

1st Night Exhibition 

Night Exhibition . The weather was rainy, & the attendance slim - left at 9 Vi, under a 
shower with sleet. For the first time saw the effect of gas-light on the ceiling. It was 
superb.

He thinks with me, that the face of Washington is 
too old for a man of 49 years old, as he was at Yorktown 1781. The picture has much 
merit, but a great many faults. It represents Washington & the Due de Lausaune 
(Lauzun?”) on a bare slope near the river, leaning forward over their steeds, as a gaily 
dressed hussar points seemingly to the French fleet below. A guard of mounted men are 
in the distance. The general color is full of vapor. The figures of the two Generals are 
ill-drawn, and unheroic, both bending over their saddle-bows in parralell lines. The face 
of Washington is old, & serious & Frenchy - there is nothing commanding in his look or 
attitude. The neck of his horse looks as if broken. The hussar & his horse are well done. 

His dress is picturesque & rich, & his bearing is very dashing, as also is the style of his 
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horse whose eye flames, & whose breath fumes! Indeed they are the most conspicuous 
points in the picture.

Two hours were the time for it to pass, and the weather after mid-day 
was favorable, & the streets were dry.

Attempt to assassinate President Garfield! 

A great crime has been attempted early this morning by a wretch supposed to be insane 
upon the President’s life, & it looks as if it might issue in the death of the victim. I left 
the gallery at 9.15 a.m. & was on my way with wife & daughter to take a day’s holiday 
down the Potomac, when Pa. Avenue was found in a terrible excitement by the news that 
Prest. Garfield was shot while about to enter the Balt. & Poto. depots on his way to join 
his wife, A at Long Branch. A It was first said he was dead, but soon it was soon believed 
he was only wounded & not dangerously. Being thus relieved of much of the horror of 
the dead, we went on our trip & had a delightful time. On our return we found the 
President was reported as fatally wounded - would die before morning. 

The assassin is named Guiteau of Illinois, a broken down lawyer, spiritualist, & 
impecunious wretch - if a lunatic, a very methodical one. He boasts of his act, as 
necessary to save the Republican party! 

The excitement in the streets, over the country, over the whole world is tremendous. The 
President was shot twice from behind, just as he entered the Depot . The firs ball grazed 
his right arm, the second entered his back below the 3d. rib, & is supposed to have 
entered his liver, & has not been found. 

Mr Corcoran called here early, & supposing the President was dead ordered the Gallery 
to be closed, but afterwards revoked the order. 

July 3. 

Sunday. The excitement about the wounded President is still great. Though the wound is 
very dangerous, there is a strong hope with his doctors & the Cabinet that he will recover. 
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His fortitude & nerve are very great, and he is confident of his recovery. This is being 
over sanguine, for the in flamm atory stage is to come. 

Prayers for his recovery are being offered up in all the churches. 

An order has been issued to forbid salute-firing, & the explosion of crackers &c 
tomorrow. Great crowds are around the gate of the Executive Mansion. 

July 4. 

Independence Day . A very quiet somber anniversary. The weather is very hot. 

News from the President during the night was very unfavorable. His pulse was much 
higher. It was believed that he would not live long. Through the day however he felt 
better than he had since he was wounded. 

There are rumors of dissension among the doctors about the treatment, & who should 
have the patient in charge. 

Letter from Kellogg & Butler Hartford enclosing 75cts for a mounted copy of “Fun & 

Fright” to go by express. 

Mr Rice is engaged in the Gallery to-day taking negatives of pictures.
